(a) the word “ tree ” mcludes all ground shoots ivhich grow mto 
trees such as Kuda, Kudi, Pethan and Chora, but does not mcludo 
bushes , and the word “ bush ” shall be deemed to include all ground 
shoots which do not grow mto trees such os Karand, Ukshi, Rangh 
Dhaiti and Nirgudi , 

(b) the word “ cultivator ” mcludes 

(i) all persons who personally cultivate tho sod, whether 
as tenants or m their own right , 

(w) all landlords resident m a village and holdmg land there- 
in, whether they cultivate the sod personally or through tenants 
but does not mcludo non-resident landlords

Medical Officer 

39 The Sub-Assistant Surgeon attached to the school shall be under 
the supervision of the Medical Officer of the Yeravda Jail The Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon shall keep such registers and returns as shall be 
presenbed by the Director and Inspector All medicmes required for the 
school shall be mdented for from the Medical Store, Bombay 

Director and Insjieclor 

40 The Director and also the Inspector, shall, at least once a year, 
inspect all parts of the school and see every youthful offender confined m 
it They shall durmg their inspections give every boy the opportimity 
of makmg any application or complaint to them which he may wish to 
make The Inspector shall satisfy himself that all accounts and registers 
ace mamtamed accordmg to the rules at the tune m force, and that proper 
arrangements are made for the safe custody of all reeords 

A brief memorandum of the state m which they find the school and of

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 14 of the Glanders and 
Farcy Act, 1899 (XIII of 1899), the Governor m Council is pleased, m 
supersession of the rules published m Government Notification m the

OFFICIAL TRUSTEES 

RULES UNDER THE ACT 

Notn No 2486, J D , 1st Apr 1914, B Q , 1914, Pt I, p 690, 
as amended by Notn No 360, J D , 18th Jan 1915 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 30 of the Official Trustees 
Act, 1913 (II of 1913), the Governor in Council is pleased to make the 
following rules for carrying mto effect the objects of the Act and for 
regulatmg the proceedings of the Official Trustee, Bombay, m the 
•discharge of his duties 

1 Accounts and other records to be kept — ^The Official Trustee shall 

keep the following accounts, statements and other records, namely — 

No 1 — A Cash Book, m which shall be entered m Form No 1, 
hereto annexed, m separate columns the daily receipts and issues of 
cash. Go vemment securities, bonds and shares on account of each 
trust and the fees charged against each trust 

No 2 — ^A Ledger Acco ant of Trusts, which shall contam m Form 
No 2, hereto annexed, separate and distmct accounts of each trust, 
and shall show m detail every debit and credit item, and erery 
transaction, whether m cash. Government secunties, or shares, 
relatmg to each trust 

No 3 — A. Bank Book, which shall contam m Form No 3, 
hereto annexed, an entry of every payment mto, and withdrawal 
from, the account of the Official Trustee with the Bank of Bombay 
No 4 — ^A Ledger Account of the General Purposes Fund, which 
shall contam m Form No 4, hereto annexed, m detail every debit 
and credit item of the account of the fund hitherto called the Audit 
Fund, but henceforth to be called the General Purposes Fund 

No 6. — ^A Secunties Account Book, m which shall be kept 
m Form No 6, hereto annexed, an account of all Government and 
other secunties deposited m the Bank of Bombay under rule 7 

No 6 — ^A Security Book, m which shall be entered m Form 
No 6, hereto annexed, a list of all Gro vemment and other secunties, 
debentures and shares held by the Official Trustee on account of each 
trust 

No 7 — A Secunty Interest Book, m which shall appear m 
Form No 7, hereto annexed, a statement of mterest due half-yearly 
on Government secunties and on Mimicipal, Pott Trust and other 
bonds or debentures held by the Official Trustee 

No 8 — A Seconty Renewal Book, m which a record shall be kept m 

FormNo.8, hereto annexed, of all Government or other secunties sent 
for renewal or otherwise to the Pubbc Debt Office or office of issue 
No 9 — A Purchase, Sale and Transfer Book, m which shall be 
entered m Form No 9, hereto annexed, an account of allpurchases, sales 
and transfers of Government and other secunties and shares by the 
Official Trustee 
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No 10 — Eetit Book, in which the amount of rent received 
each month by the OfiElcial Trustee on account of each immoveable 
property m his charge shall be entered m Form No 10, hereto annexed, 
with a reference to the cones pondmg entry m the Cash Book The 
entry m the column “ Monthly Rent ” shall be mitialled by the 
Official Trustee when he fixes the rent of each house or tenement 
No 11 — ^An Inward Register, which shall show, m Form No 11, 
hereto annexed, an entiy of every letter received in the office giving 
date of receipt, sender’s name, the trust to which it refers, and how 
it was disposed of 

No 12 — ^An Outward Register, which m Form No 12, hereto 
annexed, shall contam particulars of each letter sent out of the 
office, and shall show the amount of postage, if any, paid on each 
letter, and the trust to which such postage is chargeable 

No 13 — ^A Receipt Book, which m Form No 13, hereto annexed, 
shall register in an annual consecutive series of numbers all receipts 
granted by the Official Trustee for cash or Government securities or 
other documents havmg a money value, detailed particulars of the 
cash or documents received bemg entered in the receipts and also m 
the counterfoils, which latter shall be kept m the Official Trustee’s 
office Each counterfoil shall be imtiaUed by the Official Trustee 
at the time of signmg the receipt to which it appertains, after 
comparison of the receipt therewith 

No 14 — ^A Register i;>f Trusts, in which shall be registered m Form 
No 14, hereto annexed, particulars of every trust remammg m the 
hands of the Official Trustee at the date of the commencement of the 
Act and of all trusts received subsequent thereto The particulars 
shall mclude date of acceptance of the trust, the names of the settler 
of the trust property, the nature and value of the trust property from 
time to time, the names and addresses of the person or persons or the 
class of persons entitled to the mcome of the trust property, the fees 
payable to the Official Trustee m respect of his administration of the 
trust and such other matters as the Official Trustee shall consider m 
any particular case desirable to enter in the register 

No 16 — A Commission Book, m which shall be shown m Form 
No 16, hereto annexed, the total amount of commission as appearmg 
from the Cash Book The Commission Book shall also show the 
total amount of commission and fees, if any, paid each month mto 
the Bank of Bombay to the credit of Government, together 
with the date of such payment 

No 16 — ^ALetterDehvery Book, m which shall be entered m Form 
No 16, hereto annexed, the names and addresses of the persons to 
whom letters are sent from the Official Trustee’s office by messengers, 
with columns for the office number of the letters and for the 
signatures of the addreesses or their agents 
2 Cash book when to be balanced and initialled — The Cash Book shall 
'be balanced at the close of erery month, and shall be laid before the 
Official Trustee, who shall check the entries and satisfy himself that the 
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bajance is correct, and shall mitjal the book m token of his haying so 
satisfied bimseLf 

3, Vouchers — ^E\ery payment charged m the Official Tnistee’s cash 
account shall be supported by a voucher, which shall be passed -for 
payment under the Official Trustee’s mitials 

4 Limit of balance to be held m cash — The Official Tnistee shall not at 
any tune retam m his hands a larger cash balance than five hundred 
rupees. Any excess above that sum shaffi at the earbest day possible, be 
lodged to the credit of the Official Trustee m an account opened m his 
official name m the Bank of Bombay 

6 Investment of cash balances — ^In so fai as it is consistent u ith the 
conditions of the tniat m each case, whenever the cash balance to credit of 
any trust amounts to five hundred rupees, it shall be mvested, so far as 
may be practicable But this rule is not to be mterpreted as in any way 
prihibitmg or deprecating the mvestment of smaller credit cash balances,, 
which maj be invested, subject to the conditions of the trust and the 
current demands on the fund, at the discretion of the Official 
Trustee 

6 Method of investment of trust moneys — The Official Trustee may 
mvest or retain mvested money belcngmg to any trust and coming to 
his hands m any mvestment authorised by the trust instrument or (save as 
otherwise provided by that instrument) authorised by law for the- 
mvestment of trust funds, and may (save as so provided) retain 
any mvestment eaustmg at the date of the commencement of the trust 
Provided that he shall not mvest m oi hold any mvestment in such 
marmei as to expcse himself to liability as the holder thereof, anless he is 
satisfied that he is fully mdeninified or secured against loss 

7 Custody of securities — All Government securities vestmg m the- 
Official Tnistee, and commg mto his possession shall be lodged by him, 
as soon as practicable, m the Bank of Bombay for safe custody, except m 
any case m which it may be necessary to retam them temporarily for an} 
purpose Debentures or other securities issued by cr on behalf of any 
mumcipal body. Port Trust, or City Improvement Trust, shares m any 
pubhc company, title-deeds and sunilar documents may either be 
lodged m the Bank of Bombay for safe custody or may be retamed by 
the Official Trustee m his own custody as he may m each case consider 
most beneficial to the trust concerned 

8 Schedules of trust accounts — ^The Official Trustee’s account shall be- 
closed onthe thirtieth day of June and on the thirty-first davof Decembei 
m each year, and a schedule shall be prepared showmgthe operung balance 
of the penod of six months covered by the schedule of each trust at that 
tune m the hands oi the Official Trustee, all receipts in respect of any trust 
durmg such period of six months and all payments made m respect of any 
trust dormg the same period, and the closmg balance of each trust 
remaining m the hands of the Official Trustee at the close of such period, 
and also a schedule showmg trusts closed durmg the same penod of six 
months and the manner m which such trusts have been closed These 
schedules shall be filed and retamed m the Official Trustee’s office, and
